The inventions set forth in the following 
claims of this application are rejected according to 
Article 29 , Clause 1, Item 3 of the Patent Law, since the 
inventions were described in the distributed publications 
listed below or were made available to the public through 
electric telecommunication lines in Japan or a foreign 
country prior to the filing date of the application for 
patent . 

Reason 2 . The inventions set forth in the following 
claims of this application are rejected according to 
Article 29, Clause 2 of the Patent Law, since they could 
easily have been made by a person with ordinary skill in 
the art to which the inventions pertain, on the basis of 
the inventions described in the distributed publications 
listed below or made available to the public through 
electric telecommunication lines in Japan or a foreign 
country prior to the filing of the subject application. 
Reason 3. The inventions set forth in the following 
claims of this application are rejected according to 
Article 29 bis 2 of the Patent Law, since the inventions 
are identical with an invention (a device) disclosed in 
the specification or drawings originally attached to the 
request of the following another application for a patent 
(a utility model registration), which was filed prior to 
the filing date of this application and was published 



after examination (issued in the Patent Gazette or issued 
in the Utility Model Gazette) or published before 
examination (laid open for public inspection), after the 
filing date of this application, and since the inventors 
of this application and an inventor (s) (a creator (s)) of 
the another application, which was filed earlier than this 
application, are not the same, and, at the time of filing 
of this application, the applicant of this application and 
the applicant of said another application for a patent (a 
utility model registration) are not the same*
